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Plainfield, a city of over six square miles, is located at the foothills of 
the Watchung Mountains, in the western part of the County of Union, in 
a comparatively level section; is provided with an excellent climate and an 
abundance of pure and wholesome water from artesian wells; has one of 
the finest school systems in the State; churches of many denominations; 
excellent fire and police protection; over 86 miles of well paved streets and 
over 130 miles of sanitary and storm sewers. 


Plainfield is about twenty-four miles from New York City on the main 
line of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road and the Reading Railroad, all operating between New York and 
Philadelphia. There is excellent train service, with a 45 minute running 
time of express trains to New York City. Highway Routes Nos. 25, 26, 28, 
and 29 run through or near Plainfield. 


The chief industries are manufacture of printing presses, automobile 
trucks and parts, wood-working machines, tools, clothing, and hats. 


The products of the surrounding country, aside from general manu- 
facturing located along the railroads, are from farms, specializing in miik, 
eggs, and vegetables. 


Municipal buildings consist of City Hall, Police Headquarters, Fire 
Department Headquarters and two local company houses, fifteen public 
school buildings, and public library and art gallery—the fourth oldest in 
the State. 


Modern buildings house the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., colored Y.W.C.A. and 
Y.M.C.A., and Y.M—Y.W.H.A. Plainfield has an active Chamber of Com- 
merce, up-to-date department stores, Post Office Building, Hospital, five 
banks, seven building and loan associations and an armory, as well as 
private schools known the country over. Plainfield also has many recrea- 
tional and social attractions, possessing two large parks within its borders 
supervised and controlled by the County, several golf clubs and fraternal 
and service clubs. 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 1, 1944 


T'o the Honorable, the Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield: 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year the circumstance of war has been the greatest 
single influence on the life of our community. All of our actions have to a 
greater or less extent been affected by its impact. Much as we all hope 
for the war’s speedy termination, it will be without question the principal 
influence throughout 1944, and that fact gives rise to various of the prob- 
lems which our City must face. 

PROTECTIVE SERVICES: The staffs of both regular fire and police de- 
partments, although severely handicapped by lack of personnel, performed 
highly creditable service during 1943. 

Losses due to death and retirement have been difficult to replace be- 
cause the candidates required under our established qualifications are those 
most desired by our country’s armed services, which, of course, have a prior 
eall on available manpower. 

To the extent that present State Laws allow us to appoint temporary 
policemen and firemen to the vacancies caused by military leaves of ab- 
sence, the City has and will continue to appoint men not otherwise eligible 
for our regular forces. But as such help is considerably restricted in 
Plainfield’s case (and doubtless in other communities as well), it may be 
desirable to request further State legislative action extending our power 
of temporary appointment to cover also vacancies caused by death or re- 
tirement. 

I cannot commend too highly the valuable help we have received in our 
difficulty from the Auxiliary Fire and Police Units of the Plainfield Civilian 
Defense Corps. These volunteers, working at their regular civilian pursuits 
in daytime, during the past three years of evening and holiday instruction 
by members of our regular fire and police departments, have worked to fit 
themselves for the possible emergencies of wartime. Their application of 
this training to the service of the City at this time is in accord with the 
best tradition of citizenship. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE: During the past year the protective services branch 
of the Civilian Defense Corps has continued in a high state of efficiency 
and has received the commendation of State officials. 


The year has also seen greatly enlarged activity in the Community 
War Services branch, which helps citizens to deal with the many home and 
family problems resulting from the war. 


Some seven thousand citizens are now enrolled in Civilian Defense 
work. I would assure them the community is most appreciative of the fine 
work they are doing and of the many ways in which they are daily helping 
us meet and solve the difficult wartime problems that confront our City. 


PARENT-CHILD ASSISTANCE COMMITTEE: You are aware of the 
formation during the year of the Parent-Child Assistance Committee, set 
up under the Recreation Commission, for the purpose of dealing with 
juvenile delinquency and the parent-child relationship generally. 


The Committee has been most fortunate in its membership and is 
generally considered to be doing a most constructive job in seeking to al- 
aoe a community problem which has been aggravated by wartime con- 

itions. 

I would urge your attention to the Committee’s report which will be 
appended to that of the Recreation Commission and your provision of such 
funds as are necessary for its continued activity. 
POLICE AND FIRE PENSIONS: The present state law fails to accom- 
plish actuarial soundness in municipal police and fire pension funds estab- 
lished under its terms. While Plainfield’s Fire and Police Pension Fund is 
counted among the strongest under that law, I believe it is not actuarially 
self-sufficient, and there will come a time when the City, under the terms 
of the pension law, must provide funds to maintain the pensions still due 
our members or their survivors. 
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There is at present a movement in the State to provide for an actuari- 
ally sound pension system for municipal fire and police employees. You 
have already endorsed that movement, and I recommend that you continue 
your active support thereof. Such action will, of course, in no way endanger 
the pensions due under our present Pension Fund, but will accord the City 
and its future police and fire employees the same sound pension protection 
now furnished our school teachers and other City employees under present 
excellent State pension systems. 


CITY JUDGESHIP: You have already received recommendations whereby 
our City Judgeship would be filled by appointment rather than by popular 
election as at present. This move has the endorsement of the Plainfield 
Bar Association. 

Of the suggested methods of appointment, I believe selection by the 
Common Council alone to be preferable to selection by the Mayor alone or 
by the Mayor with ratification by the Common Council. 

I feel strongly that the change would be most constructive and urge 
your careful and favorable consideration of the proposal. 


AFTER-WAR PROBLEMS: As the war draws to a close, Plainfield will 
be faced with the difficult problem of transition to a peace time economy. 
The essence of the problem will be unemployment, and an ability to in- 
telligently plan for that period depends on our knowledge of probable 
numbers of unemployed. This figure is basic and should be determined as 
accurately as possible from the homes of our citizens and the offices of 
local business and industry. To the extent that we may anticipate the prob- 
lem, we should continue our planning to meet it by both public and private 
means. 


Among steps which have already or might well be taken, I would call 
to your attention the following: 


GREEN BROOK IMPROVEMENT: A joint committee of representatives 
from the State, the Union County Park Commission, adjoining counties and 
municipalities is studying the improvement of the Green Brook water course. 


After determination of the basic question of required flood channel 
capacity, plans can be drawn for the varying treatments appropriate to 
different sections of Green Brook. This should provide, under an overall 
plan, for a number of separate work projects which could be used at ap- 
propriate times to alleviate possible unemployment, and which will con- 
tribute materially to a long and generally desired civic improvement. 


HOUSING: Wartime restrictions have accentuated housing conditions 
which are admittedly inadequate in certain parts of the City. While this 
problem has received previous study, it is still unsolved, and I would urge 
the appointment of a committee to thoroughly review the problem with a 
view to determining what steps may be taken of immediate benefit, and 
what plans can be made for public or private housing construction when 
war restrictions permit. 


PLANNING COMMITTEE: As the whole question of after-war transition 
is one for the community as a whole rather than City government alone, 
I would suggest for your consideration the appointment of a committee 
of citizens and government to be charged with the duty of appraising the 
probable requirements and planning to meet them as best possible through 
both public and private means. 


TAXES AND TAX EXEMPT PROPERTIES: While it is a question as to 
just how much detail should be incorporated in the proposed new State 
Constitution, the hoped-for changes which the Constitution would accom- 
plish in our State Government should surely include reapportionment of 
the tax burden, to the relief of real estate, and restriction of the tax 
exemption accorded certain classes of property. As this seems an oppor- 
tune time to further these needed reforms, I feel the Common Council may 
well wish to urge upon the State Legislature its desires on these questions. 


TAX TITLE LIENS: During the past year further encouraging progress 
has been made in tax title lien foreclosures by the City. I strongly urge 
that the Common Council continue its wise policy in this matter and pro- 
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vide during the coming year for the retirement of additional tax title liens 
whose existence necessitates actual monetary outlay by the City in its 
payment of County and State taxes on the properties involved. 


POST-WAR RESERVE: Last year the Common Council wisely set up a 
reserve of $55,000 toward meeting the post-war expense of. accumulated 
maintenance and capital demands whose postponement has been forced by 
wartime restrictions and demands on materials and labor. I believe the 
Council will do well to follow this prudent course again this year. 


I should like to take this occasion to express my thanks to the Com- 
mon Council for its wholehearted cooperation with me in my past year as 
Mayor and the appreciation of the City to our loyal and competent em- 
ployees on whose efforts the success of our City Government so greatly 
depends. I feel sure I may also speak for our entire community in wish- 
ing success and Godspeed to all those of our citizens who so loyally serve 
our country in its armed services. 


My best wishes to you all for a Happy New Year, during which I 
look forward with pleasure to further work with you on behalf of our City.

CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


I respectfully submit to your Honorable Body my Annual Report of 
the Police Department of the City of Plainfield for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1943. 

This Department has a two-way radio system consisting of a main 
station and four squad cars. The personnel of this branch of service con- 
sists of twelve men. The City is divided into ten districts of which eight 
districts are covered by foot patrolmen and two districts by the radio di- 
vision with a radio car in each district and two in reserve, one being used 
by the Detective Bureau. These cars are equipped with a first-aid kit, search 
light, fire extinguisher, night sticks, riot-gun and tear gas bombs. 

Our Safety Division has made a survey of the City with various recom- 
mendations made with a result gratifying to all concerned and more fully 
explained by the analysis set forth in this report. The personnel of this de- 
partment consists of one patrolman assigned to this particular work and 
that of school traffic. 

The Bureau of Identification and Photography has had an extremely 
busy year due to the taking of fingerprints of all Civilian Defense Mem- 
sce School Children and Non-Criminal in addition to our regular line of 
work. 

The Detective Bureau has had an especially busy year due to the War 
Emergency and has been called upon by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion to make investigations of Aliens residing in the City in addition to 
our regular line of work. 

For the past several years our Department has been undermanned and 
I would respectfully recommend that thirteen men be secured to bring our 
quota up to standard in order that we may better patrol the City. This 
request is particularly urgent due to the increased duties imposed upon our 
men during the War Emergency and the loss of some of our men to the 
Armed Forces. With our present force we have only an average of six men 
on foot patrol and four men in the radio car on each shift. This I feel is 
not sufficient protection for a City of over 40,000 inhabitants. With these 
additional thirteen men we could bring our average up to nine men on foot 
patrol which I feel would better suit our present day need and give added 
protection to our citizens. 

It is gratifying to report that our City was during the past year free 
from serious crimes. It more clearly shows that the men are fulfilling 
their sworn duty to the citizens of the City and because of their whole 
hearted cooperation and law abiding conduct. My recommendations which 
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I respectfully submit for your consideration and approval are few in 
number but important and trust they will be given serious consideration as 
they are necessary. 

As in previous years it has been requested that traffic lights be in- 
stalled at various intersections where a careful survey has demonstrated 
their necessity which are as follows: 

At Watchung Avenue and East Second Street, to be synchronized with 
the light at East Front Street and Watchung Avenue, one at Watchung 
Avenue and East Fourth Street, one at West Front Street and Madison 
Avenue, one at Richmond Street and East Third Street, one at Grant 
Avenue and West Fourth Street and an additional light be placed at Plain- 
field Avenue and West Front Street. 

I would also recommend that Black and White Signs be attached to all 
Traffic Lights at Watchung Avenue and East Seventh Street and Cresent 
Avenue and East Seventh Street marked “Move on Green Only:” 

In conclusion I wish to say that the Department has had a most suc- 
cessful year. The men entrusted with Public Safety in this City, the Mayor 
and the Members of the Common Council have been willing and eager to 
contribute towards the proper conduct of the Department and I wish to 
take this opportunity of expressing to all my thanks and appreciation for 
their support and many acts of kindness extended during the year.

Fire Alarm Telegraph System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with 102 fire alarm boxes, 16 of 
which are private. There is approximately 56% miles of overhead wires. 
A 15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, an 18 inch 
gong with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquar- 
ters, one 12 inch gong at Police Headquarters and 6 inch tappers are located 
at the Electric and Gas Company’s plants, and other places of importance. 
One 10 circuit automatic repeator, one 12 circuit switchboard with instru- 
ments mounted on it for testing and recharging of batteries, one house 
circuit and one local battery circuit at Headquarters, and 6 outside circuits 
are in use. One alarm transmitter and four alarm registers with paper 
take-up reels are installed in the various Fire Stations. There are four 60 
inch battery racks with 1948 cells for operating the Alarm System and one 
12 circuit protector board. One sterling 5 horsepower electric siren and one 
remote control switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at Fire Head- 
quarters is a telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and eleven exten- 
sions. Three of the extensions are direct lines—one to #3 Fire House, one 
to #4 Fire House and one to Police Headquarters.

The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which are 
located on pedestals. By order of the 1935 Police Board, six police boxes 
which were located on poles have been removed, eleven police boxes located 
on poles are out of service but have not been removed and four police boxes 
which were located on pedestals have been removed. There is about 40 
miles of overhead wires and about 1% miles of underground cable which 
is used jointly with the Fire Alarm Telegraph System. The following 
Gamewell equipment is installed at Fire Headquarters: one (1) 60 inch 
battery rack with 60 two-volt cells and two (2) rectifiers. The following 
equipment is installed at Police Headquarters: a switchboard with a time 
clock stamp, a four-circuit punching machine and a telephone for making 
calls to police boxes.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 


STREET AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1948. 
To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey. 


Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my Annual Report for the year ending December 
51,1943: 

Construction of the storm sewer in Sherman Avenue and through lands 
owned by the City at Monroe Avenue was completed by employees of this 
Department in accordance with the provisions of General Improvement Or- 
dinances Nos. 1042 and 1044. 

Art Color Printing Company of Dunellen completed a new drainage 
conduit through their property and the Central Railroad Company of New 
Jersey relaid some of the storm sewer crossing their property at the City 
line which made it possible for the City to provide ample drainage capacity 
for West Front Street at Ransome Place. This work is now completed and 
the drainage conditions are greatly improved. 

Tate Court was improved by paving the entire roadway with bituminous 
macadam, six inches thick. The work was done by private contract for the 
Real Estate Developers in accordance with City Standards. The work was 
inspected and supervised by this Department. All cost of inspection and 
supervision was paid by the Real Estate Company. 

Engineers of this Department supervised the removal of seventy-five 
thousand (75,000) lineal feet of trolley rails and the replacement of the 
disturbed pavements. The work was done by the New Rochelle Construc- 
tion Company under contract for the Metals Reserve Company. One thou- 
sand two hundred and thirty-nine (1,239) tons of steel was recovered. 


Complaints received from the Board of Health of Piscataway Town- 
ship made it necessary to make new arrangements for the operation of the 
City Dump on New Brunswick Avenue. A new agreement for the use of 
the land was made with the owner. A Dump Supervisor was appointed and 
placed under contract with the City to maintain the dump in a satisfactory 
condition, he to furnish all necessary labor, for the sum of Eighty-five Dol- 
lars ($85.00) per month plus all salvage concessions. 


Considerable engineering time was devoted to mapping a schedule for 
“Post-War” construction. The schedule included surveys and the prepara- 
tion of plans for— 


. South side sanitary relief sewer. 

. Colonial Place and St. Nicholas Blvd. storm sewer. 

Extension of Cambridge Avenue sanitary sewer to Terrill Road. 

City-wide storm sewers. 

Cedar Brook (second conduit from Cedar Brook Park to North Ave- 
nue near Berckman Street). 

Reconstruction of brick pavements. 

. Reconstruction of macadam pavements. 

. Improvement of City Yard and City Garage. 

. Improvement of sanitary sewage pumping stations. 


The plans for projects Nos. 1 and 2 are complete as are also plans for 
several small local improvements. 


Engineering service was also furnished to the Assessors in the mainte- 
nance of Tax Maps; to property owners and private contractors in respect 
to the construction and inspection of sidewalks, curbs, sewers and pave- 
ments; to the Committee on Green Brook Flood Control; to the Committee 
for the Revision of the City Zoning Ordinance by furnishing maps and sta- 
tistics and to the Corporation Counsel in the preparation of one hundred 
eighteen (118) descriptions of properties for foreclosure purposes. 

_ Usual functions of the Street Division such as street sweeping; main- 
taining gutters and shoulders; snow and ice removal; cutting of grass; 
weeds and brush in the sidewalk area in front of vacant property; garage 
service to all Departments; delivery of coal to and the removal of ashes 
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from public buildings; maintenance of street name signs, traffic signs and 
markings were all carried out without too much delay or accidents. 


War time restrictions, reduced number of employees and increased 
costs of materials permitted the surface treatment of only 102,000 sq. yds. 
of macadam pavements. This amount is approximately 40,000 sq. yds. less 
than the amount required to be surfaced each year to properly maintain 
the pavements. 


Berkeley Avenue from Belvidere Avenue to Ravine Road and Wiley 
Avenue from East Second Street to McCrea Place were resurfaced with 
bituminous materials. 


Approximately 135 gross tons of used tin cans were collected for the 
Sil ieate Committee and delivered to the detinning plant at Sewaren, New 
ersey. 


City-owned trucks of the Department were loaned the Boy Scouts and 
Lions Club for their waste paper drive. All trucks were manned by Depart- 
ment drivers who volunteered their services. 


The Sewer Division cleaned 45 miles of sanitary sewers and 5 miles of 
oes sewers, also 2200 inlets in the Spring of the year and again in the 
Fall. 


All pumping stations operated throughout the year with only slight 
interruptions. 


On October 7th one sewer laborer was overcome by hydrogen sulphide 
fumes in the sanitary sewer at North Avenue and Richmond Street. Four 
other City Employees were affected by the fumes and all were treated at 
Muhlenberg Hospital. Mr. Gordon Mills, a bystander, attempted to remove 
the unconscious man from the sewer but he too was overcome and also 
required hospital treatment. 

The Peerless Color Company at 535 North Avenue admitted discharg- 
ing chemicals into the sanitary sewer which released the hydrogen sulphide 
fumes and agreed to protect the City in the matter of expense. The total 
cost to the City for hospitalization, doctors’ fees and loss in labor amounted 
to $748.49. This amount was paid to the City by Peerless Color Company. 

The following table shows the activities of the Building Division for 
the year, together with the four next preceding years.

Besides the usual functions of checking plans and inspection construc- 
tion, the Building Division on numerous occasions cooperated with and as- 
sisted the Board of Appeals, Board of Adjustment and the Committee of 
the Common Council on Parks and Public Buildings, also studied existing 
sewage pumping stations with the view of making necessary repairs and 
additions to the buildings as a “Post-War” project. 

I attach hereto a statement of the Building Division showing permits 
issued and fees collected during the year; and a Statistical Statement of 
Streets and Sewers. 

It is again a pleasure to acknowledge my appreciation of the coopera- 
tion received from the Mayor, Common Council, various Department Heads, 
Employees of this Department and the Committee on Streets and Sewers,

The Recreation Commission submits herewith, the twenty-first annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending December 31, 1943. 

Our world is no longer a bright path along which we can walk with 
reasonable sureness and serenity through youth to middle age, and on to 
the golden years of memory.

With factories working longer hours, boys leaving for military duty, 
mothers and fathers both employed, a greater burden has been placed on 
the Recreation Commission program.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY 


December 31, 19438 
To the Honorable, The Mayor and 
The Common Council of the 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 


_ Increased public health activities resulting from the world wide war 
situation have added to the responsibilities of all local Health Departments. 
The health situation is no longer only a community affair, nor can the 
public health problems be considered in relation to those of neighboring 
communities or states. The transportation of our soldiers to all parts of 
the world and their return to their homes as potential cases and carriers 
of new diseases has, and will present, additional problems to public health 
agencies. Every member of the Health Department must keep abreast of 
the times and become familiar with the rapid changes, not only in the field 
of preventive medicine, but he must also familiarize himself with the 
etiology, epidemiology and methods for diagnosis of the tropical infections 
which, without question, will be experienced in this country. 

Your Honorable Body is unquestionably aware of the fact that our 
efficiency has been dangerously impaired due to the lack of funds for a 
competently trained bacteriologist. With the ever increasing possibility of 
the occurrence of the rarely experienced tropical infections to this area, 
most of which are highly infectious, the problem of assisting the physician 
in obtaining rapid and accurate diagnosis becomes more acute. 

There are other major public health programs that our field of activity 
should expand to meet in order that our program may be brought up to 


- the standards recommended in the survey that was conducted by Dr. Haven 


Emerson at the request of your Honorable Body. These recommendations 
you are familiar with and consequently they will not be discussed in this 
report. 

The report of the Health Officer recorded herein indicates that not only 
has the usual work been carried out, but it has been intensified in keeping 
with the present attitude of our citizenry for better sanitation, proper food 
and the desire for those necessities that enter into the maintenance of good 
health for every member of our community. 

We wish to extend our sincere appreciation to your Honorable Body 
for your cooperation. We can truthfully say that the underlying thought 
and endeavor on the part of the members of this Board, individually and 
collectively, has been to raise and maintain the standards of service of our 
department to the highest possible level compatible with our resources. 
This object, we believe, has been accomplished to the best of our ability 
without extravagance, thanks to the close cooperation between the City 
Fathers, Health Department staff and the Board.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health 
Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 


The ultimate destiny of America depends upon the strength and well 
being of its people. Strength and well being come from within us. A sound 
mind in a sound body is essential to the free and good life in which we 
Americans believe. To attain this aim is the responsibility of all in a demo- 
cratic society, citizen as well as politician. 


Man’s responsibility to man and to society for the saving of life and 
the prevention of illness is not new. John Donne, the poet, effectively em- 
phasized this theory about three centuries ago by the immortal words in 
his writing of “FOR WHOM THE BELL TOLLS.” 


“No man is an Illand, intire of itselfe; every man is a peace of the 
continent, a part of the maine: if a clod bee washed away by the sea, 
Europe is the lessee, as well as if a Promontorie were, as well as if a Manor 
of thy friends or thine owne were; any mans death diminishes me, because 
I am involved in Mankind; and therefore never send to know for whom 
the bell tolls; It tolls for thee”’. 


The public health program in Plainfield is a united community en- 
deavor. We realize that “no man is an Illand, intire of itself’. Clubs, 
guilds, leagues, lay and professional groups, student and adult projects— 
too many to name—are all co-operating and rendering invaluable service to 
the health department in an all-out effort against the greatest of all sabo- 
teurs—illness.

Your Health Department is charged by law with the control of con- 
tagious diseases. In order to accomplish this duty, its nursing representa- 
tives must endeavor to trace the cause and the contacts of each infected 
person, and institute the necessary quarantine or other measures to prevent 
its spread into epidemic proportions. nei 

Smallpox, diphtheria and typhoid fever are medical rarities in Plain- 
field today due to the advantages of vaccination and immunization. We 
hope that some day soon the value of whooping cough vaccination will be 
recognized and all infants be given the advantages offered by this protec- 
tion. Whooping cough in infants and young children is especially serious 
because of streptococcus, pneumococcus or other infections that may accom- 
pany it. In these mixed infections the mortality is high.

Venereal Disease 


Our greatest saboteur of military and industrial man power today is 
the venereal diseases—gonorrhea and syphilis. Federal, state and city 
health agencies, the military and naval authorities, the police and welfare 
Services are united together in an all-out effort to stamp out this fifth 
column blot on our physical and economical well-being. 

Untreated syphilis patients may develop into chronic invalids or mental 
cases. Treatments at our clinic before this stage develops is far more 
economical to the taxpayer than to support the invalid or his family on 
relief or the mental case in an institution. Syphilis can be cured and per- 
manent disability can be prevented if proper treatment by a competent 
physician is instituted in the early stages of the disease. 

At Muhlenberg Hospital the Board of Health conducts Venereal Dis- 
ease Clinics each Monday morning, Thursday afternoon and Thursday 


evening. This year 4,544 persons appeared at these clinics for examination, 
treatment or advice.

There is no division in our department that has experienced a greater 
or more rapid development. The diversified work carried out by this group 
includes the bacteriological and serological examinations of specimens sub- 
mitted by doctors for the diagnosis of disease, routine chemical and_bac- 
teriological examinations of milk, water, ice cream and other foods to 
insure their wholesomeness and freedom from contamination. Routine 
examinations of drugs and remedial preparations are done for the detection 
of adulteration and substandard qualities. Research is constantly being 
carried out and will be continued. 


At the present time many of our services in this most important func- 
tion have been dangerously reduced due to the shortage of a bacteriologist. 
With the return of convalescent military personnel, many of whom will be 
carriers of tropical infections, it is imperative that a properly trained bac- 
teriologist be immediately employed to assist the physicians in early diag- 
nosis and thereby prevent the spread of these diseases to others.

| Joint Nursing Service 
Plainfield’s public health nursing services are carried out in a unique 


manner in the form of a contract between the Board of Health and the 
Visiting Nurse Association. 


Under this program, the child hygiene program in the parochial schools, 
the communicable disease quarantine and epidemiology and the venereal 
disease case work and follow-up are conducted by the above association. 


The various nurses are deputized by the Health Officer and their public 
health activities are carried out under his authority and supervision. With 
the exception of the venereal disease phase, which was started last year, 
this program has been in effect for the past six years and has unquestion- 
ably demonstrated the value of a unified nursing system, not only from the 
financial aspect, but particularly in the social aspect. Better relationships 
and understanding have been constantly maintained as a result of one 
nurse carrying out all of the nursing and public health case work among 
the individual families in her particular district.

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the Mayor 
and Common Council and the various City Departments for their coopera- 
tion. My thanks to the various social and welfare agencies, the Red Cross 
and the Plainfield Courier News for the valuable assistance rendered by 
them during the year. Appreciation is also acknowledged to the Board and 
Staff for their unselfish interest, loyalty and intelligent performance of 
duty. Without the whole-hearted cooperation of all, this efficient program 
of public health administration could not be obtained.

Visiting Nurse 


_ Below are listed the cost of visits made by the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion to relief recipients and the number of cases. At the rate of $1.00 per 
visit, per family. This amounted to $174.00. A portion of this amount is 
reimbursable by the Municipal Aid Administration.

Domestic Relations Cases 


In addition to giving assistance to persons in need of relief it is a 
regular function of the Department to handle domestic relations cases, 
non-support problems, and complaints from unmarried mothers. It is the 
policy of the Department to adjust these cases if practicable without re- 
course to court action. 


Non-support Cases 


A close check on the ability of responsible relatives to support has 
contributed to the reduction in the relief case load. Through the year 1943 
the Overseer of the Poor Department carried 63 cases for support of family. 
35 of these cases were adjusted through this Department without recourse 
to court with monies collected from and paid to the proper persons while 
the 28 others were compelled to contribute through this Department by a 
court order. 45 cases were carried on the books from 1942, and 18 new 
cases were opened in 1943. 35 cases were closed during the course of 1948, 
leaving 28 cases carried into 1944. : ) 

A total of $6,423.31 was collected and paid out to whom it was in- 
tended. 


Paternity Cases 


There were 9 cases during 1943, involving support of illegitimate chil- 
dren. All of these cases were adjusted through our Department, making it 
unnecessary for us to take any court procedure. 


Surplus Government Commodities 


The distribution of Surplus commodities through the Department pro- 
ceeded in the same manner as in previous years during the months of Janu- 
ary, February, and March, but was discontinued at the end of March, 1943. 
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Housekeepers Aides Project 


This W.P.A. project which has been invaluable assistance to families — 


who could not afford this service was in force until March, 1943, when the 
project was terminated. 


Other Service of the Department 


During 1943 the Department had to work closer than ever in co-opera- 
tion with the Union County Welfare Board, and the State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians as well as the Red Cross, Selective Service, Army Emer- 
gency Relief, and other agencies including the Courts. Army allotments 
and out of town inquiries have required a great deal of attention and time. 


Conclusion 


As regards a further reduction in relief costs which are the lowest | 


since the Welfare Department’s inception, 1944 presents a favorable view. 
Due to the passage of an amendment to the O.A.A. Act (Chap. 6-164-P. L. 
1943) making aliens 65 years of age and over eligible for O.A.A. we will 
be able to transfer approximately 20 cases to the county agency by March 
1, 1944. When this is effected our relief rolls will be composed almost ex- 
clusively of individuals and families that are chronic economic and social 
problems. The continuance of the Defense Program and war activities with 
their attendant full employment should assure that there will be no reason 
to expect any appreciable amount of applications for assistance from em- 
ployable persons. Our chief concern during the coming year will be the 
transfer of eligible relief recipients to State and County agencies granting 
long term assistance and the rehabilitation and social readjustment of 
others where practicable. 

I am pleased to express my gratitude to the Mayor, the Common Coun- 
cil, and the Local Assistance Board for their cooperation and valuable aid 
in the past year. Appreciation is also extended to all public officials, the 
press, social agencies, and private individuals who have assisted in our 
work. Special thanks is given to the members of the Department for their 
loyal and untiring efforts to serve the community at all times.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLAINFIELD SHADE TREE 
COMMISSION FOR THE YEAR 1943 


December 31, 1943 
To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


: The Plainfield Shade Tree Commission presents herewith a report of 
its activities for the year 1943. 


The Commission has concentrated on a maintenance program designed 
to accomplish the most necessary work in the care of shade trees during 
this period of labor shortage and material scarcity. 


_ While it has been impossible to answer the numerous requests for 
trimming, spraying, planting, etc., received, a comparison of the work ac- 
complished this year compares favorably with that of other years in the 
man hours per operation required. 


This year the. Commission has tried to reduce any phase of the work 
which might require an increase in maintenance for the next few years. 
The desire of the Commission is to postpone such work until the time that 
labor is available and material costs are less. 


There were a total of 2,175 man hours expended for all shade tree 
operations during 1943, against an average of 7,500 man hours in past 
years, or less than % the total labor hours generally required. The total 
of 2,175 man hours in 1943 resulted from the employment of 8 men in 


periods of less than 2 months duration. All of these men were inexperi- 
enced in this work. 
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The work carried on by the Commission this year has resulted in the 


_ trimming of two hundred and sixty-five (265) trees and the removal of low 


limbs on four hundred and twenty-eight (428) trees. There are still a large 
number of trees in need of low limb removal. 

We have removed thirty-three (33) trees and have topped for later 
removal another sixty (60) trees. The Commission hopes to complete re- 


moval of these topped trees in 1944. 


Spraying for the control of leaf eating and scale insects, inspection 
and repair of damaged trees, leveling of walks raised by tree roots, replace- 
ment plantings of sixty (60) trees, storm damage clearance, supervision of 
telephone and electric line clearance work, maintenance of tools and equip- 
ment and assistance to other City Departments when requested, has ac- 
counted for all other available time. 

It is probable that labor conditions in our work will not improve for 
some time and that more of the required work on shade trees will be limited 
in 1944, However, the Commission intends to make every possible effort to 
maintain the shade trees in the best condition possible and to resume and 
increase the work as rapidly as conditions permit.
